Generalissimo Chiang Kai-Shek, 
in a special statement, emphasized 
that the troops from the Tachens 
were being re-deployed—to Que­ 
moy and Matsu islands for exam­ 
ple—and that the whole program 
was designed to hasten the Nation­ 
alist return to the mainland. 
No Communist Planes 
Taipei press reports said there 
were no Communist planes in the 
air although the sky was filled 
with jets from the six mighty car­ 
riers of the 70-ship LL S. task force. 
They said Red ships which had 
massed less than IO miles away 
were no longer in sight. 
The United States threw 45,000 
sailors and fleet aviators into the 
operation that would 
carry the 
ships within sight and shooting dis­ 
tance of the 
Communist shore. 
They were under orders to shoot 
back if they were fired on. 
Another 3,000 Americans manned 
F-86 Sabrejet stations on Formosa 
to defend it against any Commu­ 
nist bombing attack from the main­ 
land. 
The Nationalist Air Force also 
flew over the area that only last 
week was the undisputed hunting 
grounds of MIG-15*.

For more than five years, Chiang 
Kai-shek and his Nationalist gov­

land. This hope is deeply involved 
in the present island combat close 
off the mainland shore.

not only the 
Nationalists; 
on Formosa and other islands who 
are sustained by this hope. 
Mil­ 
lions of Chinese 
live 
abroad in 
other Asian lands, and most still 
give 
allegiance 
to Chiang. 
The 
generalissimo’s stock among Chi­ 
nese at home, however, was not 
high 
when he fled 
the mainland 
in 1949, and no one can fairly say 
how* 
many wish 
he could recon 
quer Communist-held territory. But 
surely 
there 
must 
be a sizable 
number. 
Chiang is a political realist. Ac­ 
cording to all reports, he h a s un- I 
dcrstood for a long time that the 
only 
chance of fulfilling 
the Na­ 
tionalist hope is to have the Far 
* E ast flame into major war. 
In 
an all-out conflict, the Commun­ 
ist 
regime 
in china 
might 
be 
crushed to clear the way for Chi-1 
angs’ restoration. 
In such a war, of course, the m a­ 
jor burden of assault would p re­ 
sumably be borne by the United 
States and whatever allies would j 
lend support 


Without that kind 
of war, 
the 
task devolves upon Chiang's own 
forces, and not even the most opti­ 
mistic American congressman any 
longer contends that they could do 
the job. 
From the beginning, an 
attack 
built 
around 
Nationalist 
armies would always have requir­ 
ed 
major naval and 
air ass ist­ 
ance from the United States. That 
is true now, and tho problem 
is 
further 
complicated 
by the ad­ 
vancing age of Chiang's men. 
The key fact 
here is that 
the! 
United 
States 
is not 
willing to 
lend Chiang the air and naval aid 
he would need, even if his arm ies; 
were otherwise fit for the task. 
Substantially this has always been 
our position. 
The most we have 
ever done for him was to give him 
money,

guidance and turn him loose to do 
what he could alone.
